What made this ſecond Treaty för a Popiſh Matcli 
the more inexcuſable, was, 1. That the Court, with 
your Friends the High-Church and Popiſh Miniſtry, 
knew very well how hateful the firſt was to the Par- 
hament and Nation, becauſe of the Danger which 
they juſtly apprehended muſt enſue from it to their 
of þ Religion and Liberties, and indeed to the Proteſtant 
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his appears, as to the Popes, not only from Pope 

Gregory the 15th's Letter to Prince Charles, and his 
Anſwer exhibited in chy laſt, from Ruſhporth, Vol. 
I. p. 78 and 80, but alſo from his Succeſſor Pope 
Irban the $th's Letters in that ſame Volume. p. 
885 Fr the King and Prince, 'whuch are alſo ex 

td by Dr. Franklin, a High-Church Man, in his 
Annals of King James and King Charles. 

Pope Urban, in his Letter to the King, of Oftober 
15, 1623, after many Flatteries, and filly fawning 
Arguments to perſwade hint to turn Papiſt, ſays, 
* A\blefſed Hope from above not long ago ſhin'd up- 
© on us, when we underſtood, that you were de 
© of a Catbolick Alliance, and that the Iſſue which 
© ſhoulll ſucceed to the Inheritance and Government of 
< thoſe. Nations, might be begotten of 4 Catholick 
Mo ber. — And afterwards he ſays, *© It ſeems to 
© have been a ſpecial Providence of God, that the 
© firſt Letters which we receiv'd, reigning in the 
« Seat of St. Peter, were thofe which the moſt noble 
© Charles, Prince of, Wales, wrote to our Predeceſſor, 
< as a Teitimony of his Affection, to the Popes of Rome. 
We defire you to perſwade your ſelf, that 
© there is no Prince in the Chriſtian World, from 
© whom you can expect more Fatherly Affection, than 
© from the Pope, who deſires to embrace you, 4 moſt 
© deſi d Son, with the Arms of Apoſtolical Charity. 

© We know with what a Letter Pope Gregory the 
© 15th excited you to obtain ſo great a Glory; and 


© ſince. we have ſucceeded him, we. will not only 9 


© imitate his Inclinations towards you, but will ex- 
ceed them, We hope we ſhall ſhortly have News 
* from England, that your Majeſty is favourable to 
the Cathclick Intereſt; and that the Catholicks, 
© whom the Father of Mexcies hath * 
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© the Liberty of the Sons of God, 
6 the Fear of Puniſhment, enjoy Royal Prb-/_ - 
© teion,_— The Kingdoms of the Earth will ap- 
© plaud your Majeſty, and the Hoſt of Heaven wall 
© wage War for you: Tho Sinners their 
© Teeth, and Impiety, powerful to raiſe Sedition, 
© threatens, yet Europe hopes ſhe ſhall ſee King James 
© triumphing in the Roman Church, and increafing 
© the Example of his Anceſtors, by new Works 
© Piety, —— This our Sollicitude, we believe, will 
© be ſo grateful to you, that we verily hope, upon 
© the Receipt of our Letter, you will forthwith in- 
© creaſe the Advantage of the Catholicks which live 
© thete, e £4, 5 
Pope Urban, in his Letter to Prince Charles, of the 
© ſame Date, ſays, © Moſt noble Prince, &c. The 
© firſt Letters deliver d to us, after we were preferr'd 
© to the Throne of the Apoſtleſnip, were thoſe you 
© ſent from Spain to Gregory the 15th, of famous 
Memory, our Predeceſſor, We lifted up our 
Hands to Heaven, and gave Thanks to the Father 
© of Mercies, when, in the very Entry of our Reign, 
© a Britiſh Prince began to perform this kind of Obey- 
© ſanceto the Pope of Rome. Seeing the King 
© of Great Britain, your Father, loveth no leſs the 
© Glory of Learning, than of Might: and Power, 
© we have always heartily wiſh'd, above what we 


© are able to expreſs, that God would be pleas'd to 


put into his Hand ſome eminent Occaſion whereby 
© to oblige Mankind, and, obtain an eternal Inheri- 
© tance, And now we believe the Time is come to en- 
joy our Wiſhes, ſince you ſeem at preſent to open 
© the Way for ſo great a Fame'to your moſt noble 
Father. For we are of Opinion, that your ſo vehe- 
© ment Deſire of a Catholick Marriage, is the Voice of 
© God calling you, and diſpoſing all Things ſweetly. 
6 herefore we have ever endeavour'd, to 
© the utmoſt of our Power, that this honourable Mar- 
© riage might, by the Bleſſing of God, be finiſh'd, 
6. — Your Anceſtors, which tam d Heretical Im- 
* pieties, and not only rever'd, but vindicated the Ro-

© mh Hieratehx, do recommend you, moſt noble 
© Prince, ta the Papal Charity. And if you, 
as yon rite, ſhall in earneſt gliry more in the Imita-. 
© tion of yoar Anceſtors, than that you are deſcended 
© of Kings ; we eaſily foreſee how great Joy to the 
Church of Reme, and how great Felicity to the 
© Britiſh Kingdoms, theſe Words do promiſe, which 
© deſerye to be ritten in the Book of Life. 
The Roman Church, which England reverenc'd long 
© ago, as the Miſtreſs, of Truth, whoſe Belief you con- 
_ 75 you hate not, deſires forthwith to open unto you 
© the Gates of the beavenly Kingdoms 
here's Reaſon» to believe that the Pope extended 
his Hopcs too far, yet it can't be deny'd that thoſe 
Princes gave him too much Ground, when they 
call d him oi holy Father, a Title which Prote- 
ſtants always reckon'd him guilty of Blaſphemy for 
accepting; aud ſince King James and his Son were 
reckon'd, as they ought to have been, the Heads of 
the Reformation, they, of all other Princes, ſhould 
have kept him at the greateſt Diſtance, had it been 
only from political Vie ws, conſidering that the Church- 
es of England, Scotland, and Ireland, had publickly 
withdrawn from the Pope, as Antichriſt, and re- 
kus d Communion with his Church, as the idolatrous 
Whore of Babylon, mention d in the Revelations, 
This is enough to prove what the Popes expected 
of thoſe two Princes; and that the Court of Spain 
expected the like, is plain from what follows: 


The Earl of Briſtol was etnploy'd as Embaſ- 
£dor in Spain, to negociate the Match, In his An- 
ſwer to the 7th Article exhibited in Parliament a-

Order, wherein he was charg d with perſwading the 
Prince to change his Religion, does abſolutely deny 
it, and gives this fallowing Account of that Affair, 
as we have it in Ruſbworth, Vol. 1; p. 295, and Dr.

+ That he doth acknowledge that within fey 
Days after his Majeſty's coming into Spain, ao 
— ä 4 bo N ans) © 6 : 
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© whilft he lodge d in his Houſe, the Ear] being fold 
© by the Spaniſh Miniſters, that it was the general 0. 
© pinion, that his Majeſty came thither with an Inten- 
tion to become a Roman Catholick ; and the Count 
© de Gondomar having that very Morning preſs d the 
© Earl not to kinder fo pious a Work, (as he term'd 
it) in which they ſeem d to be aſſur'd of the Duke of 
© Buckingham's Aſiftance ; the Earl finding his Ma- 
© jeſty alone in a Withdrawing Room, knecl'd to 
© him, and told him he had a Buſineſs to impart 
* which highly imported his Majeſty to know, it he 
© might be aflur'd that his Boldneſs would be par- 
< dond; which his Majeſty graciouſly promis d. 
© Hereupon the Earl told his Maj-ſty, that the general 
© Opinion of that Court was, that his coming into Spain 
© was with an Intention to be a Roman Catholick, and 
© there to declare it. And he confeſſeth, that at the 
< ſame Time he therefore humbly beſought his Ma- 
< jeſty to deal freely with him as a Servant, of whoſe 
Fidelity he might be confident : But he was fo far 
© from perſwading bis Majeſty to be a Roman Catho- 
© lick, that, without expecting his Majcſty's Anſwer, 
© he declar'd himſelf to be a Proteſtant, and fo ſhould 
© always continue; yet he ſaid he would ſerve his 
© Majeſty, and labour to advance his and the King 
© his Father's Affairs, with as much Fidelity and Ho- 
© neſty as any Catholick whatſoever. And his Ma- 
« jeſty was then pleas d to make unto the ſaid 
© Earl 4 fall and clear Declaration of his Religion, 
© and of bus 2 Reſolut ion therein; and 
6 ſeemd to be much di ſpleas d that any ſhould have ſo 
* wnworthy an Opinion of him, as to think he would, 2 
© 4 Wife, or any other earthly Reſpect whatſoever, ſo 
© much 4s waver in his Religion. Whereupon the 
© ſaid Earl beſought his Majeſty to pardon his Bold- 
© neſs, and then intreated him not to ſuffer his Bu- 
* fineſs to be overthrown, by permitting that Conceit 
* of his Converſion any longer to remain in the Spa- 
© niards, nor do any Thing that might give them ſuch 
© Hopes ; alleiging, that it was impoſſible the Mar- 
Triage could be without a Diſpenſation from Nome;

and fo long as the Spaniards, who pyerè to procure 
© the Diſpenſation, ſhould have Hopes of his Maje- 
" ſty's Converſion, they would never content them- 
* ſelves with a Part, to which they were ty d by the 
Articles agreed upon with the ſaid Earl and Sir 
© Walter Afton. At which Time his Majeſty was 
© pleas'd to approve of his Opinion, and ſaid he 
* would expect the Diſpenſation; and did thereupon, 
© afterwards, ſend Mr. Andrews to Rowe to haſten it; 
* and the next Day the ſaid Earl dealt very roundly 
« with Count Olivarez, and Gondomar, telling them 
it was a diſcourteous Manner of Proceeding, to 
8 por his Majeſty to farther Conditions than were 
« tormerly a upon in Point of Religion, and 
to make his Conditions the worſe, for the great 
+ Obligations he had put upon them, by putting 
himſelf into their Hands; whereat they were ſo 
offended, that they eſtrang d themſelves from the 
FEarl for a long Time after, The Earl added, that 
the Truth of all this would appear by his Diſpatches 
to the late King James, which he ſhew'd to Prince 
© Charles in Spain, before he ſent them. 

The Earl, to vindicate himſelf farther, faid like- 
wiſe, that when he was firſt ſent to ”Uy about the 
Treaty in 1619, he gave Prince Charles his Opinion 
in Writing ; a Copy of which he exhibited to the 
Parliament, in Subſtance thus; 

That he had preſum'd to give his Opinion to 
King James about his Highneſs's Marriage; that 
© both in Regard of Conſcience, and Satisfaction to 
his Majeſty's People and Allies, and likewiſe for 
© the Security and Quiet of his Majeſty's Domini- 
© ons, his Highneſs might take for a Wife ſome 
© Proteſtant Princeſs, tho ſhe neither were Daughter 
« to a King, nor had ſo ample a Portion as might 
© relieve the King's preſent Wants; fer that might 
© be done cither by Frugality, or by winning the 
Affedctions of the People ro ſupply his Majeſty by 
© Subſidies in Parliament; whereas, if the Number 
and Power of Papiſts ſhould increaſe, ag undoubt- 
* edly they would by his Highneſs's matching with 
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I a Catholick Princeſs, thro the Conceſſions which 
„ muſt be of Neceſſity for the Exerciſe of her Reli- 
„ gion for her ſelf and Family at Court, the two 
Tifferent Religions would by Degrees grow to an 
Equality of Power, which would be a great Ha- 
*X< zard and Diſquiet to the State, and not to be re- 
< dreſs'd without great Danger, and more violent 

Courſes than is uſual for this State to put in Pra- 
ctice. But in Caſe the King was for matching the 
Prince with a Catholick Princeſs, he thought Spain 
b the fitteſt, if it could be obtain'd with ſuch Gon. 
* ditions of Religion as other Carholick Princes would 
content themſelves withal, But ſtill he was more 
© for a Proteſtant Match. yd 

After the Ear] had thus vindicated himſelf, he 
charg'd the Duke of Bucks home in the 3d Article, 
which he exhibited againſt him in Parliament, 
Ruſhworth Vol, 1, p. 266, and Dr, Franklyn, in Sub- 


ſtance thus. 

11. That the Duke of Bucks did ſecretly com- 
© bine with te Gondomar in 1622, to carry the 
© Prance into Spain, that he might be perverted, and 
© the true Religion in England ſubverted. 

2. That Porter was acquainted with it, and ſent 
into Spain to ſet on Foot this Conſpitacy, by 
* which the King and Prince were abus'd, and their 
* Conſents obtain d for the Prince's going to Spain. 
3. That when the Duke arriv'd in Spain, he 
© made the Spaniſh Minifters believe, not only that 
he himſelf was Popiſbly affected, and accordingly 
© withirew from the Proteſtant Worſhip in the Earl's. 
* Houſe, and pleas'd the Spaniards by performing 
© the Rites of their Worſhip, and adoring the Sacra- 
© ment, but alſo put them in Hopes of the Prince's 
© Converfion, and endeavourd to procure it by all 

i 4 poſſible Means, which embolden'd the Spaniſh Mi- 

I niſters to propoſe far worſe Conditions in Religion, 

chan the Courts of England and Spain had formerly

. That the Duke's Behaviour having made the 
_ © King of Spain and his Miniſters his irteconcileable

The Earl alſo, in his Anfwer to the 5th Article, 
aſſerted, that the Duke and the Ld. Conway, in Con- 
cert with the Spaniſh Embaſſador at the Court of 
England, whilſt the Prince was in Spain, procur d a 
Declaration from K. James, the 7th of Auguſt, 1623, 
for Pardons, Suſpenſions. and Diſpenſations to the 
Roman Gatholicks, which in Effect was little leſs than 
a Toleration. This Paper is exhibited by Neſtrarth, 
Vol. 1, p. 29% The Earl ſaid, that had he known 
it in Time, he would have proteſted againſt it, be- 
cauſe it was much more favourable to the Papiſts 
than the Treaty which he and Sir Walter fon had 
agreed to with the Court of Spain at Madrid the 
i2th of December, 1622. 8 = 
Ihe Truth of the Earl's Clarge, was confirm d by 
the following Circumſtances: -1 ho' King James had 
again and again promis'd him a Hearing, againſt the 
Duke, he was forbid the Court, and could never ob- 
tain it, the Duke and the Prince had ſuch an Influ- 
ence over the King; and when his Majeſty dy'd, the 
Earl was ſtall prohibited the Court, and a long Time 
deny'd his Writ of being call d to Parliament; and 
When ho obtaind it, and exhibited the above-men- 
non'd Articles againſt the Duke, King Charles diſ- 
foly'd the Parliament, to prevent their being heard;

Let the World judge then whether the moſt bi- 
gotted Pepiſh Prince in the World, would have ex- 
preſs d himſelf in meaner and more ſubmiſſive Texms 
to the Pope, and whethex the Court of Rome and the 


Pope had not too much Ground ta hope for Succeſs 
in pexverting the Prince. 


One would think the Treatment that the King and 
Prince met with from * Rame and 
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after all thoſe mean Submiſſions ſnould have given 
them. a Surfeit of ſeeking any more after a 55 iſh 2 
Match, eſpecially if what the Arch-Biſhop of Em- 
bran, according to Dageant's Memoirs, p. 248, tells 
| us, be true, viz, * That the Duke of Buckingham in- 
\ : form d him theſaidArch-Biſhop, that Prince Charles, 
[| * upon his Arrival in Spain, was deny'd Leave to 
4 © come into the /nfanta's Company, or to diſcourſe 
f h © with her, unleſs he would firſt make Profeſſion of 

© the Catholick Religion, before ſix or ſeven Witneſſes, 

© to which they endeavour'd to perſwade him with 

© all the Artifices imaginable; and tho' they could 

© not prevail, he was allow'd to write to her, which 

* he did ſeveral Times, and receiv'd Anſwers that 

© he believ'd to be writ by her own Hand, but they 

© appear'd afterwards to be writ by one of her La- 

dies of Honour; for when the Prince embark'd for 

England, Cardinal Sapata, who attended him by 
_ © the King of Spain's Order, deliver d him a Pac- 

© quet ſeal'd up, which the Prince opening when at 

Sea, found them to be his own Letters, folded up 

© and ſeal'd as he had ſent them to the Infanta ; ſo 

* that either they had never been deliver d to her, 
or, at leaſt, not been open'd by her. 

But notwithſtanding all the inconveniences, Diſ- 
appointments, Scandal, and Danger, whichattended 
the Negotiation of this firſt Popiſh Match with Spain, 
the King and Prince did, by the Advice and Con- 
currence of their yy and Higb- Church Miniftry, 
as eagerly purſu'd a ſecond with France, which till 
was attended with more Scandal and Danger, as will 
appear by the following Account of it, 

The Match with Spain was broke off by our 

Court in the Beginning of 1623, and ſoon after, 
(fays R«ſbworth) the Lord Kenſington, afterwards 
Earl of Holland, was ſent our Embaſſador to France, 
to ſound the Inclinations of that Court, for a Match 
betwirt Prince Charles and Henrietta Maria. The 
Lord Ken fington found the'Court and the Princeſs 
very inclinable to it; and was put in Hopes that theß 
would not inſiſt upon unxeaſonable 3 il +8 
nds 8 avout 
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Fayour of Papiſts; but the Event thew'd the contrary, 


tho his Lordſhip had Reaſon to believe ag he did, 


conſidering the Fondneſs which the King, the Queen 
Mother, and the young Princeſs diſcover d for the . 
Match, as he expreſſes itin many of his Letters pub- 
liſh'd in the Cabala, from p. 274 to 299. Our 
Court might eaſily have made their Advantage of 
this, and brought the French to their Terms, conſi- 
dering the Dread they were then under of the exor- 
bitant Power of the Houſe of Auftria; but King 
James and the Prince, did, on their part, exceed 


the Fondneſs of the French Court; which, with 


Buckingham's Influence, and his Eagerneſs to pro- 
mote that Match, out of Revenge againſt Spain, 
marr'd the whole Affair, and gave the French Court 
and the Pope an entire Aſcendant over us. 

This will appear more plain from the followin 


Account of the Negotiation, as it is given us bot 


by Engliſh and French Authors. 

M. Deageant, in his Memoirs, tranſlated from the 
French, licens d by Mr. Frazer, and printed at Lon- 
don by Richard Balduin, in 1690, p. 227, gives us a 
Letter from the Cardinal Richlies, Fad at Pars, 
Feb. 15, 1035, to William de Hugues, Arch-biſhop of 
Embrun, defiring to know of him whether he had 
been ſent to England by King Lewis XIII, and 


 - whether there was then any Negotiation between 


his Holineſs the Pope and the King of Great Britain, 
about the Converſion of the latter. <P 
The Arch-Biſhop, as appears by his Relation 
printed in the following Pages, gave the Cardinal 
an Anſwer in Subſtance as follows. | 

l was intreated (ſays the Arch-biſhop) in the 
Name of all the principal Catholicks in England, (in 
* 1624, when the Engliſh Embaſſadors e in France 
* about the Marriage) to repreſent their Miſeries to 
the King of France; and how much worſe they had 
© been treated ſince the Overtures of Prince Charles's 
Match with his Siſter, than they had been durin 


his Treaty with the Infanta. Upon this, I de 
e quainted the King how much the Complaint of 
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© the Engliſh Catholicks contributed to cauſe an ill 


* Opinion among foreignStates, as to his Majeſty's 
© Piety and Ze wa much it would i 


gaining of the Diſpenſation at Tome; and that it 
* were to be will'd his Majeſty had an Agent in 


Eng land, who might be able to give ſome Comfort 
© and Satisfaction to the Catholicks.  __ 


The King anſwer'd, That he would be glad to 


© fend a proper Perſon for that Puzpoſe, but knew of 
© none. -IJ undertook to go under the Nation of 2 
© private Gentleman; for which the King E 


* a Commiſſion, and recommended me to 
© baſſador at London, the Marquis d' Effiat, as a 


© Councellor of the Parliament of Grenoble. As 
© ſoon as I arriv'd at Dover, the Fryer who wrote ta. 
me in the Name of the Engliſo Catholicks, met, 


and deſird me, in Behalf of the Catholicks in 
London, not to lodge with the Embaſſadar, but in

< eaſy Acceſs to me, Soon after, I met with the

of my coming to England; the Duke ſaid Imight 
* ſafely rely on him, and freely declare my Mind to 
« him, I found the Duke inclipable to whatever 1 
propos d; and was confirm d in my good Opinion 
ok him, by the Duke's Mother, and the Earl of 
© Rutland, his Father-in-law ;- from whom, and 
© their Confeſſors, I was inſtrufted whey — 
ſtanees I muſt obſerve in treating with the King 
< and the Duke, for the Comfort of the Catho-

* tertain'd me very gracioully for two and

© an equal Number of Foreigners, and on their De-

This helps to explain the Averſion which our 
High- Church Party then had to the Palatine Family,

© and not to the moſt illuſtrious Prince Charles, his 
© Majeſty's beſt and true Heir; as Ryſhworth informs 
us, Vol. I. p. 156. | 


But M. D' Azeant, in his Memoirs, p. 124, Cc. lets 


us farther into the Secret, and tells us, © That the 
King of Great Britain always ſhew'd a great Aver- 
ſion to the Deſign of the Prince Palatine, his Son- 
in-Jaw, and an -extream Deſire to cauſe the Duke 
of Savoy to be made King of the Romans, inſomuch 
that he ſollicited the ſaid M. D' Ageant to incite 
the King of France to this, and to perſwade him to 
make Uſe of his Intereſt with the Electoral Prin- 
ces that were his Friends, as he intended to do thoſe 
that were his; promiſing alſo to raiſe Forces to aſ- 
fiſt the Duke of Savoy in his Election and Inſtal- 
ment. 6 

We are not to wonder at this, conſidering that 
the Duke of Backs, who had a commanding Power 
over both the King and Prince, was a ſecret Papiſt ; 
but eſpecially if what M. D'Ageant tells us, p. 122, 
Cc. be true, That the Arch- biſhop of Embr un, in 
* his Conferences with King James, ſaid, he found 
him ſatisfy'd as to all the Points in Cantroverſy ; 
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© to vrhom he privately ſent a Gentleman on purpoſe, 
© in which he acknowledg'd him as the Vicar- Gene- 
© ral of Feſus Chrift on Earth, as the univerſal Fa- 
© ther of Chriſtians, and the Chief of all Catholicks ; 
© aſſuring him, that after he had taken Care of thoſe 
Things to which he had agreed, he would openly 
© declare himſelf. In the mean Time, he promis't 
© not toſuffer any Search to be made in his Kingdom 
© after Prieſts that were ſent by his Holineſs, or the 
* moſt Chriſtian King, provided they were not Jeſuits; 
© in whom he could not truſt, becauſe he look d upon 
© *em as the Authors of the Gun-Powder Plot. In 
© this Letter, among other Things, (ſays Monfieur 
D' Ageant)) the King intreated the Pope to vouch- 
* ſafe, that the Eſtates of the Church, which were en- 
© ter'd into the Patrimony of the principal Families 
© of England, ſhould not+be taken from them, be- 
* cauſe otherwiſe great Troubles and Commotions 
would enſug, He affirm'd, moreover, that nothing 
could detain him from making a publick Profeſſion 
* of the Catholick Religion immediately ; but the 
© Deſire he had to gain the King of Denmark, his 
© Brother-in-law, whom he had, to that End, but 
under another Pretence. ſollicited to come over to 
England, where he hop'd to convert him; that by 
* doing this, he ſhould be able to eſtabliſh Peace in 
his Dominions, which, otherwiſe could har ly be 
* maintain'd ; and that they two being join'd to- 
* gether in the ſame Deſign, would draw after them 
© almoſt all the Northern Countries. The Duke of

were the only Subjects to whom he diſcover'd thoſe

© King James, he forthwith ſent over the Earl of 
© Carliſle with full Powers and Inſtructions, Lewis 
the 13th left the Management to the Cardinal,

And at the opening of the Parliament in 1624, That as 
for the Toleration of the Roman Religion, as God ſhall ſurely judge 
him, be ne yer thought nor meant, nor never in Words expreſs d any 
Thing that ſavour d of it. Ruſhworth,Vol. 1. p. 116. The Prince 
knew that whenever he came to the Crown, he muſt be under 
the like Obligations, and made Uſe of his Coronation: Oath 
when he did tucceed, againſt his allowing any Alterations in 
the Government or Ceremonies of the Church, in Favour 
of rhe Puritans; yer here we find him rwiceengagd by ſo- 
lemn Oaths, to Lap the very Foundation of the Proteſtant Re- 
ligion, by a lawleſs Toleration of Popery, and allowing his 
Succeſlors to be bred up in it, as his two Sons that reign'd 
after him actually were. So that M. ſe Pafſorjuſtly obſerve: 
in his Life of Lewis the 15th, The eldeſt, after a continu d Diſ- 
mul ation, and a moſt ſcandalous Life, dy d in that Perfwaſion ; 
and the other not only openly profeſs d it, but attempted by open 
Force, contrary to his Coronation-Oath, to ſubvyert the ProteStant 
Religion. So truly did Lewis the 13th and Cardinal Richlicis 
wre lee the Event of this Marriage, in their Inſtructions to 
the Pope, for obtaining the Di fpenſation, as mention*d above, 
Nor was it the Court and the High-Church Miniftry alone, 
that did thusp erjure themfelves, but they engag'd in the like 
Crime all the Judges and Magiſtrates of che Nation, who, by 
their Oaths, were oblig'd to proſecuse the Papifis according 
to the Laws that the King could not diſpenſe with; and 
rotwithſtanding the Danger of attempting it, which the Lord 
Keeper Malliams did fairly repreſent to the Court, during the 
Treaty with Spain, as may be ſeen, Ruſhworth, Vol. 1. p. 101, 
but more at large in the cabala, p. 79, 80. during that with 
France, Aut. 30, 1623, when he ſignify d in a Letter to the 
D. of Bucks, that there were twenty prime Counſellors who 
knew not hing of this Favour granted to che Papiſts. So that 
it Was carry d on like other Works of Darkneſs.
